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PREFACE. 


THE  want  of  a  Formulary  of  Family  Devotion, 
adapted  for  general  use  amongst  the  members  of  the 
Church  of  England  in  this  Diocese,  has  long  been 
felt,  and  has  frequently  been  a  subject  of  anxious  dis 
cussion  by  the  Clergy  at  their  official  meetings.  The 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  on  being  referred  to  upon  this 
subject,  has  uniformly  expressed  it  as  his  opinion, 
that  such  a  compilation,  if  made  at  all,  should  be 
framed  as  exactly  as  possible  after  the  model  of  our 
excellent  Liturgy;  for  in  nothing  else,  his  Lordship 
conceived,  should  we  have  unity  of  design,  or  a  col 
lection  of  Prayers  which  would  meet  the  approbation 
of  all. 

The  author  of  the  following  compilation,  in  being 
urged  at  various  times  to  act  upon  this  suggestion  of 
his  Diocesan,  came  very  naturally  to  the  conclusion, 
that  the  most  effectual  as  well  as  simple  method  of 
carrying  out  this  view,  was  to  adopt  the  system  and 
order  of  the  Prayer  Book  itself,  with  all  the  exactness 
which  the  time  that  could  be  allotted  to  Household 
Worship  would  allow. 

"  Our  Reformers,"  says  a  venerable  dignitary  of 
the  Church,*  "were  clearly  of  opinion,  and  I  believe 
that  no  one  has  ever  tried  the  experiment  without

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witnessing  to  its  success,  that  the  constant  reiteration 
of  the  same  prayers,  if  men  combine  with  one  heart 
and  one  voice  in  giving  them  meaning  and  utterance, 
infuses  rather  a  relish  than  a  distaste  for  their  use." 

Connected  with  these  observations,  we  may  affirm 
that  this  habitual  and  steady  training  to  the  use  of  our 
admirable  Liturgy  in  the  household,  must  conduce  to 
its  more  faithful  and  profitable  employment  in  the 
sanctuary;  while,  from  its  being  thus  constantly  in 
the  hands,  and  we  will  hope  in  the  hearts,  of  both 
young  and  old  of  our  communion,  there  will  be  fos 
tered  that  regard  for  soundness  of  doctrine,  and  that 
reverence  for  soberness  and  order  which  character 
izes  our  Ritual,  and  is  a  distinguishing  feature  in  the 
framework  of  the  Church.  There  is,  too,  a  comfort 
and  satisfaction  in  the  thought  that  all,  however  sepa 
rated  and  distant,  in  using  the  same  form  of  devotion, 
will  be  addressing  their  petitions  to  Almighty  God, 
as  it  were,  with  one  voice;  a  circumstance  which 
must,  with  his  blessing,  conduce  to  the  realization  of 
that  unity  of  spirit  which  is  so  constantly  a  subject  of 
our  prayers  and  hopes. 

It  is  but  right  to  state  that  the  present  compilation 
was  duly  submitted  to  the  examination  of  the  Lord 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  that  it  has  received  the 
benefit  of  many  suggestions  and  improvements  from 
his  Lordship,  as  well  as  from  several  of  the  Clergy 
by  whom,  at  his  desire,  it  was  carefully  reviewed. 

While  this  compilation  is  more  particularly  design 
ed  for  the  purposes  of  Family  Devotion,  it  will  be 
perceived  that  it  is  equally  appropriate  for  Sunday 
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Schools,  and  it  might  also  be  used  with  advantage  in 
the  visitation  of  Hospitals  and  Gaols,  where  time 
might  not  he  allowed  for  the  use  of  the  full  Morning 
or  Evening  Prayer.  In  the  Appendix  at  the  conclu 
sion  of  the  volume,  special  prayers  "will  he  found 
adapted  to  such  occasional  services. 

This  Manual  of  Family  Worship  has  been  rendered 
as  short  as  it  was  practicable  to  make  it,  consistently 
•with  the  plan  in  view,  and  it  is  estimated  that  it  will 
not  occupy  more  than  from  ten  to  fifteen  minutes  on 
any  one  occasion.  The  work  has  also  been  contracted 
within  the  narrowest  possible  space,  on  grounds  of 
economy ;  so  that,  from  the  srnallness  of  the  expense, 
each  member  of  a  family  may  be  furnished  with  a 
copy. 

The  author  of  this  compilation,  in  committing  this 
little  work  to  the  members  of  the  Church  of  England 
in  this  Diocese,  does  so  with  every  confidence  that  it 
will  be  favourably  received  and  widely  used;  because 
it  embodies  the  most  approved  form  of  Devotions, — • 
those  furnished  by  the  Prayer  Book  itself, —  which 
could  possibly  be  supplied;  and  in  this  hope  and  belief, 
the  Divine  blessing  is  earnestly  implored  on  its  behalf. 
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The  Head  of  the  Family,  (or  Clergyman,  if  one  be  present)  wilt 
commence  by  reading  the  following  Sentences. 

To  the  Lord  our  God  belong  mercies  and  forgive 
nesses,  though  we  have  rebelled  against  him  : 
neither  have  we  obeyed  the  voice  of  the  Lord  our 
God,  to  walk  in  his  laws  which  he  set  before  us. 

If  we  say  that  we  have  no  sin,  we  deceive  our 
selves,  and  the  truth  is  not  in  us  :  but  if  we  confess 
our  sins,  he  is  faithful  and  just  to  forgive  us  our 
sins,  and  to  cleanse  us  from  all  unrighteousness. 

Then  shall  be  said  the  General  Confession,  (all  kneeling)  each 
person  present  repeating  the  several  petitions  offer  the  Head 
of  the  Family,  or  Minister. 

JLET    US    PRAY. 

ALMIGHTY  and  most  merciful  Father ;  We  have 
erred,  and  strayed  from  thy  ways  like  lost  sheep. 
We  have  followed  too  much  the  devices  and  de 
sires  of  our  own  hearts.  We  have  offended  against 
thy  holy  laws.  We  have  left  undone  those  things 
which  we  ought  .to  have  done;  And  we  have  done 
those  things  which  we  ought  not  to  have  done  : 
And  there  is  no  health  in  us.  But  thou,  O  Lord, 
have  mercy  upon  us,  miserable  offenders.  Spare 
thou  them,  O  God,  which  confess  their  faults.  Re 
store  thou  them  that  are  penitent ;  According  to 
thy  promises  declared  unto  mankind  in  Christ  Jesu 
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our  Lord.  And  grant,  O  most  merciful  Father, 
for  his  sake ;  That  we  may  hereafter  live  a  godly, 
righteous,  and  sober  life,  To  the  glory  of  thy  holy 
Name.  Amen. 

Then  shall  follow  this  prayer  : 

O  LORD,  we  beseech  thee,  mercifully  hear  our 
prayers,  and  spare  all  those  that  confess  their  sins 
unto  thee ;  that  they,  whose  consciences  by  sin  are 
accused,  by  thy  merciful  pardon  may  be  absolved  ; 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

The  family  to  answer  here,  and  at  the  end  of  all  other  prayers, 
Amen. 

Then  shall  follow  the  Lord  s  Prayer,  each  petition  being  repeated 
by  all  present,  as  in  the  General  Confession. 

OUR  Father,  which  art  in  heaven,  Hallowed  be  thy 
name.  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be  done 
in  earth,  As  it  is  in  heaven.  Give  us  this  day  our 
daily  bread.  And  forgive  us  our  trespasses,  As 
we  forgive  them  that  trespass  against  us.  And 
lead  us  not  into  temptation  ;  But  deliver  us  from 
evil :  For  thine  is  the  kingdom,  the  power,  and 
the  glory,  For  ever  and  ever.  Amen. 

Then  shall  be  said, 

O  Lord,  open  thou  our  lips. 
Answer.   And  our  mouth  shall  shew  forth  thy 
praise. 

O  God,  make  speed  to  save  us. 
Answer.   O  Lord,  make  haste  to  help  us. 

Then,  all  rising  from  their  knees,  shall  be  said, 

Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

Answer.  The  Lord's  name  be  praised,

Then  shall  follow  the  Psalm,  or  Psalms,  for  the  day,  (see  Selection) 
the  vcises  io  be  read  alternately  by  the  Head  of  the  Family, 
and  the  other  persons  present  ;  each  Psalm  to  be  concluded 
with  Gloria  Patri. 

Then  may  be  read  a  chapter,  or  portion  of  a  chapter,  by  the  Head 
of  the  Family,  or  Minister;  from  the  Old  Testament  at 
Morning  Prayer,  and  from,  the  New  Testament  at  Evening 
Prayer :  it  being  recommended  that  the  Scriptures  should  be 
regularly  gone  through  with. 

N.  B. —  The  Psalms  and  portion  of  the  Scripture  may  be  omitted 
on  Sundays,  in  cases  where  the  Family  have  the  means  of 
attending  Church :  if  they  be  so  circumstanced  that  they  can 
not  do  so,  it  is  recommended  that  the  full  Morning  and 
Evening  Prayer,  according  to  the  Prayer  Book,  be  used  on 
Sundays. 

After  this,  all  standing  up,  the  Head  of  the  Family,  or  Minister, 
shall  say  the  Apostles'  Creed, — all  present  joining  with  him: 

I  BELIEVE  in  God,  the  Father  Almighty,  Maker  of 
heaven  and  earth : 

And  in  Jesus  Christ  his  only  Son  our  Lord, 
Who  was  conceived  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  Bom  of 
the  Virgin  Mary,  Suffered  under  Pontius  Pilate, 
Was  crucified,  dead,  and  buried,  He  descended 
into  Hell ;  The  third  day  he  rose  again  from  the 
dead,  he  ascended  into  heaven,  and  sitteth  on  the 
right  hand  of  God  the  Father  Almighty ;  From 
thence  he  shall  coine  to  judge  the  quick  and  the 
dead. 

I  believe  in  the  Holy  Ghost ;  the  holy  Catholic 
Church ;  the  Communion  of  Saints ;  the  forgive 
ness  of  sins ;  The  Resurrection  of  the  body,  And 
the  life  everlasting.  Amen. 

Then,  all  kneeling,  the  Head  of  the  Family,  or  Minister,  shall  say, 

O  Lord,  shew  thy  mercy  upon  us. 
Answer.   And  grant  us  thy  salvation. 
()  Lord,  save  the   Queen. 
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Answer.  And  mercifully  hear  us  when  we  call 
upon  thee. 

Endue  thy  Ministers  with  righteousness. 

Answer.  And  make  thy  chosen  people  joyful. 

C)  Lord,  save  thy  people. 

Answer.  And  bless  thine  inheritance. 

Give  peace  in  our  time,  O  Lord. 

Answer.  Because  there  is  none  other  that  fight eth 
for  us,  but  only  thou,  O  God. 

O  God,  make  clean  our  hearts  within  us. 

Answer.  And  take  not  thy  Holy  Spirit  from  us. 

Then  shall  be  said  the  Collect  for  the  clay,  (see  Collects)   to  be 
followed  by 

THE   COLLECT    FOR    GRACE. 

O  LORD,  our  heavenly  Father,  Almighty  and  ever 
lasting  God,  who  hast  safely  brought  us  to  the 
beginning  of  this  day;  Defend  us  in  the  same  with 
thy  mighty  power;  and  grant  that  this  day  we  fall 
into  no  sin,  neither  run  into  any  kind  of  danger; 
but  that  all  our  doings  may  be  ordered  by  thy 
governance  to  do  always  that  is  righteous  in  thy 
sight ;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

At  Evening  Prayer,  instead  of  the  Collect  for  Grace,  tlie  following 
tire  tu  be  used  : 

O  GOD,  from  whom  all  holy  desires,  all  good  coun 
sels,  and  all  just  works  do  proceed;  Give  unto  thy 
servants  that  peace  which  the  world  cannot  give ; 
that  both  our  hearis  may  be  set  to  obey  thy  com 
mandments,  and  also  that  by  thee  we  being  de 
fended  from  the  fear  of  our  enemies,  may  pass  our 
time  in  rest  and  quietness ;  through  the  merits  of 
Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour.  Amen. 
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LIGHTEN  our  darkness,  we  beseech  thee,  O  Lord  ; 
and  by  thy  great  mercy  defend  us  from  all  perils 
and  dangers  of  this  night;  for  the  love  of  thy  only 
Son,  our  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ.  Amen. 

On  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays,  shall  be  introduced  here,  at  Morning 
Prayer,  the  following  Petitions  from  the  Litany.

4.  I  did  call  upon  the  Lord  with  my  voice:  and 
he  heard  me  out  of  his  holy  hill. 

5.  I  laid  me  down  and  slept,  and  rose  up  again: 
for  the  Lord  sustained  me. 

6.  I  will  not  be  afraid  for  ten  thousands  of  the 
people:  that  have  set  themselves  against  me  round 
about. 

7.  Up,  Lord,  and  help  me,  O  my  God:  for  thou 
smitest  all  mine  enemies  upon  the  cheek-bone ; 
thou  hast  broken  the  teeth  of  the  ungodly. 

8.  Salvation  belongeth  unto  the  Lord :  and  thy 
blessing  is  upon  thy  people. 

EVENING  PRAYER. 

Psalm  8. 

O  LORD  our  Governour,  how  excellent  is  thy  Name 
in  all  the  world:  thou  that  hast  set  thy  glory  above 
the  heavens ! 
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2.  Out  of  the  mouth  of  very  babes  and  suck 
lings  hast  thou  ordained  strength,  because  of  thine 
enemies:    that  thou  mightest  still  the  enemy  and 
the  avenger. 

3.  For  I  will  consider  thy  heavens,  even  the 
works  of  thy  fingers:  the  moon  and  the  stars  which 
thou  hast  ordained. 

4.  What  is  man  that  thou  art  mindful  of  him : 
and  the  son  of  man,  that  thou  visitest  him  ? 

5.  Thou  madest  him  lower  than  the  angels :    to 
crown  him  with  glory  and  worship. 

6.  Thou  makest  him  to  have  dominion  of  the 
works  of  thy  hands :    and  thou  hast  put  all  things 
in  subjection  under  his  feet; 

7.  All  sheep  and  oxen  :   yea,  and  the  beasts  of 
the  field ; 

8.  The  fowls  of  the  air,  and  the  fishes  of  the  sea: 
and  whatsoever  walketh  through  the  paths  of  the 
seas. 

9.  O  Lord  our  Governour:  how  excellent  is  thy 
Name  in  all  the  world! 


MORNING  PRAYER.— DAY  2. 
Psalm  11. 

IN  the  Lord  put  I  my  trust :    how  say  ye  then  to 
my  soul,  that  she  should  flee  as  a  bird  unto  the  hill? 

2.  For  lo,  the  ungodly  bend  their  bow,  and  make 
ready  their  arrows  within  the  quiver :    that  they 
may  privily  shoot  at  them  which  are  true  of  heart. 

3.  For  the  foundations  will  be  cast  down:    and 
what  hath  the  righteous  done  ? 
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4.  Th<2  Lord  is  in  his  holy  temple :    the  Lord's 
seat  is  in  heaven. 

5.  His  eyes  consider  the  poor :  and  his  eye-lids 
try  the  children  of  men. 

6.  The  Lord  allowe'Ji  the  righteous;   but  the 
ungodly   and  him   that  delighteth  in   wickedness, 
doth  his  soul  abhor. 

7.  Upon  the  ungodly  he  shall  rain  snares,  fire 
and  brimstone,  storm  and  tempest:   this  shall  be 
their  portion  to  drink. 

8.  For  the  righteous  Lord  loveth  righteousness: 
his  countenance  will  behold  the  thing  that  is  just. 


EVENING  PRAYER. 
Psalm  13. 

How  long  wilt  thou  forget  me,  O  Lord,  for  ever : 
how  long  wilt  thou  hide  thy  face  from  me  ? 

2.  How  long  shall  I  seek  counsel  in  my  soul, 
and  be  so  vexed  in  my  heart;   how  long  shall  mine 
enemies  triumph  over  me  ? 

3.  Consider  and  hear  me,   O  Lord  my  God : 
lighten  mine  eyes,  that  I  sleep  not  in  death ; 

4.  Lest  mine  enemy  say,  I  have  prevailed  against 
him  :    for  if  I  be  cast  down,  they  that  trouble  me 
will  rejoice  at  it. 

5.  But  my  trust  is  in  thy  mercy  :  and  my  heart 
is  joyful  in  thy  salvation. 

6.  I  will  sing  of  the  Lord,  because  he  hath 
dealt  so  lovingly  with  me:  yea,  I  will  praise  the 
Name  of  the  Lord  most  Highest. 
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MORNING  PIIAYEK.— DAY  3. 
Psalm  16. 

PRESERVE  me,  O  God  :   for  in  thee  have  I  put  my 
trust. 

2.  O  my  soul,  thou  hast  said  unto  the  Lord: 
Thou  art  my  God,  my  goods  are  nothing  unto  thee. 

3.  All  my  delight  is  upon  the  saints  that  are  in 
the  earth  :   and  upon  such  as  excel  in  virtue. 

4.  But  they  that  run  after  another  god :    shall 
have  great  trouble. 

5.  Their  drink-offerings  of  blood  will  I  not  offer : 
neither  make  mention  of  their  names  within  my 
lips. 

6.  The  Lord  himself  is  the  portion  of  mine  in 
heritance,  and  of  my  cup  :   thou  shalt  maintain  my 
lot. 

7.  The  lot  is  fallen  unto  me  in  a  fair  ground  : 
yea,  I  have  a  goodly  heritage. 

8.  I  will  thank  the  Lord  for  giving  me  warning: 
my  reins  also  chasten  me  in  the  night-season. 

9.  I  have  set  God  always  before  me  :   for  he  is 
on  my  right  hand,  therefore  I  shall  not  fall. 

10.  Wherefore  my  heart  was  glad,  and  my  glory 
rejoiced  :  my  flesh  also  shall  rest  in  hope. 

11.  For  why?    thou  shalt  not  leave  my  soul  in 
hell:  neither  shalt  thou  suffer  thy  Holy  One  to  see 
corruption. 

12.  Thou  shalt  shew  me  the  path  of  life:  in  thy 
presence  is  the  fulness  of  joy:   and  at  thy  right 
hand  there  is  pleasure  for  evermore. 
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EVENING  PRAYER. 
Psalm  18,  to  v.  7. 

I  WILL  love  thee,  O  Lord,  my  strength ;  the  Lord 
is  my  stony  rock,  and  my  defence  :  my  Saviour, 
my  God,  and  my  might,  in  whom  I  will  trust ;  my 
buckler,  the  horn  also  of  my  salvation,  and  my  re 
fuge. 

2.  I  will  call  upon  the  Lord,  which  is  worthy  to 
be  praised:   so  shall  I  be  safe  from  mine  enemies. 

3.  The  sorrows  of  death  compassed  me:   and 
the  overflowings  of  ungodliness  made  me  afraid. 

4.  The  pains  of  hell  came  about  me:  the  snares 
of  death  overtook  me, 

5.  In  my  trouble  I  will  call  upon  the  Lord:  and 
complain  unto  my  God. 

6.  So  shall  he  hear  my  voice  out  of  his  holy 
temple :   and  my  complaint  shall  come  before  him, 
it  shall  enter  even  into  his  ears. 


MORNING  PRAYER.— DAY  4. 
Psalm  19. 

THE  heavens  declare  the  glory  of  God:  arid  the 
firmament  sheweth  his  handy-work. 

2.  One  day  telleth  another:  and  one  night  cer 
tified!  another. 

3.  There  is  neither  speech  nor  language:  but 
their  voices  are  heard  among  them. 

4.  Their  sound  is  gone  out  into  all  lands;    and 
their  words  into  the  ends  of  the  world. 
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5.  In  them  hath  he  set  a  tahernacle  for  the  sun: 
which  cometh  forth  as  a  bridegroom  out  of  his 
chamber,    and   rejoiceth   as   a    giant    to   run   his 
course. 

6.  It  goeth  forth  from  the  uttermost  part  of  the 
heaven,  and  runneth  about  unto  the  end  of  it  again : 
and  there  is  nothing  hid  from  the  heat  thereof. 

7.  The  law  of  the  Lord  is  an  undefiled  law,  con 
verting  the  soul:  the  testimony  of  the  Lord  is  sure, 
and  giveth  wisdom  unto  the  simple. 

8.  The  statutes  of  the  Lord  are  right,  and  re 
joice  the  heart :   the  commandment  of  the  Lord  is 
pure,  and  giveth  light  unto  the  eyes. 

9.  The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  clean,  and  endureth 
for  ever:   the  judgments  of  the  Lord  are  true,  and 
righteous  altogether. 

10.  More  to  be  desired  are  they  than  gold,  yea, 
than  much  fine  gold:  sweeter  also  than  honey,  and 
the  honey-comb. 

11.  Moreover,  by  them  is  thy  servant  taught: 
and  in  keeping  of  them  there  is  great  reward. 

12.  Who  can   tell   how  oft   he  offendeth :     O 
cleanse  thou  me  from  my  secret  faults ! 

13.  Keep  thy  servant  also  from  presumptuous 
sins,  lest  they  get  the  dominion  over  me  :    so  shall 
I    be    undefiled,    and   innocent    from   the    great 
offence. 

14.  Let  the  words  of  my  .mouth,  and  the  medi 
tation  of  my  heart :    be  alway  acceptable  in   thy 
sight, 

15.  O  Lord :   my  strength,  and  my  redeemer. 
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EVENING  PRAYER. 
Psalm  23. 

THE  Lord  is  my  shepherd:  therefore  can  I  lack 
nothing. 

2.  He  shall  feed  me  in  a  green  pasture :   and 
lead  me  forth  beside  the  waters  of  comfort. 

3.  He  shall  convert  my  soul:  and  bring  me  forth 
in  the  paths  of  righteousness  for  his  Name's  sake. 

4.  Yea,  though  I  walk  through  the  valley  of  the 
shadow  of  death,  I  will  fear  no  evil :    for  thou  art 
with  me;   thy  rod  and  thy  staff  comfort  me. 

5.  Thou  shalt  prepare  a  table  before  me  against 
them  that  trouble  me:  thou  hast  anointed  my  head 
with  oil,  and  my  cup  shall  be  full. 

6.  But  thy  loving-kindness  and  mercy  shall  fol 
low  me  all  the  days  of  my  life :  and  I  will  dwell  in 
the  house  of  the  Lord  for  ever. 


MORNING  PRAYER.— DAY  5. 
Psalm  24. 

THE  earth  is  the  Lord's,  and  all  that  therein  is : 
the  compass  of  the  world,  and  they  that  dwell 
therein. 

2.  For  he  hath  founded  it  upon  the  seas:    and 
prepared  it  upon  the  floods. 

3.  Who  shall  ascend  into  the  hill  of  the  Lord  : 
or  who  shall  rise  up  in.  his  holy  place  ? 

4.  Even  he  that  hath  clean  hands,  and  a  pure 
heart,  and  that  hath   not  lift  up  his  mind   unto 
vanity,  nor  sworn  to  deceive  his  neighbour. 
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5,  He  shall  receive  the  blessing  from  the  Lord: 
nnd  righteousness  from  the  God  of  his  salvation. 

G.  This  is  the  generation  of  them  that  seek  him: 
even  of  them  that  seek  thy  face,  O  Jacob. 

7.  Lift  up  your  heads,  O  ye  gates,  and  be  ye  lift 
up,  ye  everlasting  doors:   and  the  King  of  glory 
shall  come  in. 

8.  Who  is  the  King  of  glory:   it  is  the  Lord, 
strong    and    mighty,    even    the    Lord    mighty    in 
battle. 

9.  Lift  up  your  head?,  O  ye  gates,  and  be  ye  lift 
up,  ye  everlasting  doors  :   and  the  King  of  glory 
shall  come  in. 

10.  Who  is  the  King  of  glory  :    even  the  Lord 
of  hosts,  he  is  the  King  of  glory. 


EVENING  PRAYER. 
Psalm  27. 

THE  Lord  is  my  light,  and  my  salvation :  whom 
then  shall  I  fear  :  the  Lord  is  the  strength  of  my 
life;  qf  whom  then  shall  I  be  afraid? 

2.  When   the  wicked,  even  mine  enemies  and 
mv  foes  came   upon  me  to  eat   up  my  flesh  :    they 
stumbled  and  fell. 

3.  Though  an  host  of  men  were  laid  against  me, 
yet  shall  not  my  heart  be  afraid:  and  though  there 
rose  up  war  against  me,  yet  will  I  put  my  trust  in 
him. 

4.  One  thing  have  I  desired  of  the  Lord,  which 
I  will  require :  even  that  I  may  dwell  in  the  house 
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of  the  Lord  all  the  days  of  my  life,  to  behold  the 
fair  beauty  of  the  Lord,  and  to  visit  his  temple. 

5.  For  in  the  time  of  trouble  he  shall  hide  me 
in  his  tabernacle  :    yea,  in  the  secret  place  of  his 
dwelling  shall  he  hide  me,   and  set  me  up  upon  a 
rock  of  stone. 

6.  And  now  shall  he  lift  up  mine  head :    above 
mine  enemies  round  about  me. 

7.  Therefore  will  I  offer  in  his  dwelling  an  ob 
lation  with  great  gladness :    I  will  sing,  and  speak 
praises  unto  the  Lord. 

8.  Hearken  unto  my  voice,  O  Lord,  when  I  cry 
unto  thee:   have  mercy  upon  me,  and  hear  me. 

9.  My  heart   hath  talked  of  thee ;    seek  ye  my 
face :  Thy  face,  Lord,  will  I  seek. 

10.  O  hide  not  thou  thy  face  from  me:   nor  cast 
thy  servant  away  in  displeasure. 

11.  Thou  hast  been  my  succour:  leave  me  not, 
neither  forsake  me,  O  God  of  my  salvation. 

12.  When   my  father  and  my  mother   forsake 
me  :  the  Lord  taketh  me  up. 

13.  Teach  me  thy  way,  O  Lord  :    and  lead  me 
in  the  right  way,  because  of  mine  enemies.    . 

14.  Deliver  me  not  over  into  the  will  of  mine 
adversaries  :    for  there  are  false  witnesses  risen  up 
against  me,  and  such  as  speak  wrong. 

15.  I  should  utterly  have  fainted:    but  that  I 
believe  verily  to  see  the  goodness  of  the  Lord  in 
the  land  of  the  living. 

16.  O  tarry  thou  the  Lord's  leisure:  be  strong, 
and  he  shall  comfort  thine  heart;   and  put  thou  thy 
trust  in  the  Lord. 
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MORNING  PRAYER.— DAY  G. 
Psalm  30. 

I  WILL  magnify  thec,  O  Lord,  for  thou  hast  set  me 
up :   and  not  made  my  foes  to  triumph  over  me. 

2.  O  Lord  my  Cod,  I  cried  unto  thee:  and  thou 
hast  healed  me. 

3.  Thou,  Lord,  hast  brought  my  soul  out  of  hell, 
thou  hast  kept  my  life  from  them  that  go  down  to 
the  pit. 

4.  Sing  praises  unto  the  Lord,  O  ye  saints  of 
his :    and  give  thanks  unto  him  for  a  remembrance 
of  his  holiness. 

5.  For  his  wrath  endureth  but  the  twinkling  of 
an  eye,   and  in  his  pleasure  is  life  :    heaviness  may 
endure  for  a  night,  but  joy  cometh  in  the  morning. 

6.  And  in  my  prosperity  I  said,  I  shall  never  be 
removed :   thou,  Lord,  of  thy  goodness  hast  made 
my  hill  so  strong. 

7.  Thou  didst  turn  thy  face  from  me:   and  I 
was  troubled. 

8.  Then  cried  I  unto  thee,  O  Lord:  and  gat  me 
to  my  Lord  right  humbly. 

9.  What  profit  is  there  in  my  blood:   when  I  go 
down  to  the  pit  ? 

10.  Shall  the  dust  give  thanks  unto  thee:  or 
shall  it  declare  thy  truth? 

1 1 .  Hear,  O  Lord,  and  have  mercy  upon  me  : 
Lord,  be  thou  my  helper. 

12.  Thou  hast  turned  my  heaviness  into  joy: 
thou  hast  put  off  my  sackcloth,  and  girded  me  with 
gladness. 
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13.  Therefore  shall  every  good  man  sing  of  thy 
praise  without  ceasing:  O  my  God,  I  will  give 
thanks  unto  thee  for  ever. 

EVENING   PRAYER. 
Psalm  32. 

BLESSED  is  he,  whose  unrighteousness  is  forgiven : 
and  whose  sin  is  covered. 

2.  Blessed  is  the  man  unto  whom  the  Lord  im- 
puteth  no  sin:  and  in  whose  spirit  there  is  no  guile. 

3.  For  while  I  hdd  my  tongue:   my  bones  con 
sumed  away  through  my  daily  complaining. 

4.  For  thy  hand  is  heavy  upon   me  day  and 
night :    and  my  moisture  is  like  the  drought  in 
summer. 

5.  I  will  acknowledge  my  sin  unto  thee:  and 
mine  unrighteousness  have  I  not  hid. 

6.  I  said,  I  will  confess  my  sins  unto  the  Lord : 
and  so  thou  forgavest  the  wickedness  of  my  sin. 

7.  For  this  shall  every  one  that  is  godly  make 
his  prayer  unto  thee,  in  a  time  when  thou   mayest 
be  found  :    but  in  the  great  water  floods  they  shall 
not  come  nigh  him. 

8.  Thou  art  a  place  to  hide  me  in,  thou   shalt 
preserve  me  from  trouble :    thou  shalt  compass  me 
about  with  songs  of  deliverance. 

9.  I  will  inform  thee,  and  teach  thee  in  the  way 
wherein  thou  shalt  go:   and  I  will  guide  thee  with 
mine  eye. 

10.  Be  ye  not  like  to  horse  and  mule,  which 
have  no  understanding :    whose  mouths  must  be 
held  with  bit  and  bridle,  lest  they  fall  upon  thee. 
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11.  Great  plagues  remain  for  the  ungodly:    but 
whoso  putteth  his  trust  in  the  Lord,  mercy  em- 
braceth  him  on  every  side. 

12.  Be  glad,  O  ye  righteous,  and  rejoice  in  the 
Lord :   and  be  joyful,  all  ye  that  are  true  of  heart. 


MORNING  PRAYER.— DAY  7. 
Psalm  3G. 

MY  heart  showeth  me  the  wickedness  of  the  un 
godly:  that  there  is  no  fear  of  God  before  his  eyes. 

2.  For  he  flattereth  himself  in  his  own  sight: 
until  his  abominable  sin  be  found  oat. 

3.  The  words  of  his  mouth  are  unrighteous,  and 
full  of  deceit :    he  hath  left  off  to  behave  himself 
wisely,  and  to  do  good. 

4.  He  imagineth  mischief  upon   his  bed,  and 
hath  set  himself  in  no  good  way :    neither  doth  he 
abhor  any  thing  that  is  evil. 

5.  Thy  mercy,  O  Lord,  reacheth  unto  the  hea 
vens  :  and  thy  faithfulness  unto  the  clouds. 

6.  Thy  righteousness  standeth  like  the  strong 
mountains:   thy  judgments  are  like  the  great  deep. 

7.  Thou,  Lord,  shall  save  both  man  and  beast : 
How  excellent  is  thy  mercy,  O  God :  arid  the  chil 
dren  of  men  shall  put  their  trust  under  the  shadow 
of  thy  wings. 

8.  They  shall  be  satisfied  with  the  plenteousness 
of  thy  house  :    and  thou  shalt  give  them  drink  of 
thy  pleasures,  as  out  of  the  river. 

9.  For  with  thee  is  the  well  of  life :   and  in  thy 
light  shall  we  see  light. 
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10.  O  continue  forth  thy  loving-kindness  unto 
them  that  know  thee :    and  thy  righteousness  unto 
them  that  are  true  of  heart. 

11.  O  let  not  the  foot  of  pride  come  against  me : 
and  let  not  the  hand  of  the  ungodly  cast  me  down. 

12.  There  are  they  fallen,  all  that  work  wicked 
ness  ;   they  are  east  down,  and  shall  not  be  able  to 
stand. 

EVENING  PRAYER. 

Psalm  37,  from  v.  27  to  the  end. 

27.  Flee  from  evil,  and  4°  the  thing  that  is 
good  :   and  dwell  for  evermore. 

28.  For  the  Lord  loveth  the  tiling  that  is  right: 
he  forsaketh  not  his  that  be  godly,  but  they  are 
preserved  for  ever. 

29.  The  unrighteous  shall  be  punished:    as  for 
the  seed  of  the  ungodly,  it  shall  be  rooted  out. 

30.  The  righteous  shall  inherit  the  land :    and 
dwell  therein  for  ever. 

31.  The  mouth  of  the  righteous  is  exercised  in 
wisdom :  and  his  tongue  will  be  talking  of  judgment. 

32.  The  law  of  his  God  is  in  his  heart:  and  his 
goings  shall  not  slide. 

33.  The  ungodly  seeth  the  righteous:  and  seek- 
eth  occasion  to  slay  him. 

34.  The   Lord  will  not  leave  him  in  his  hand  : 
nor  condemn  him  when  he  is  judged. 

35.  Hope  thou  in  the  Lord,  and  keep  his  way, 
and  he  shall  promote  thee,  that  thou  shalt  possess 
the  land:  when  the  ungodly  shall  perish,  thou  shalt 
see  it. 
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36.  I  myself  have  seen  the  ungodly  in  great 
power :   and  flourishing  like  a  green  bay-tree. 

37.  I  went  by,  and  lo,  he  was  gone:    I  sought 
him,  but  his  place  could  no  where  be  found. 

38.  Keep  innocency,  and  take  heed  unto  the 
thing  that  is  right:  for  that  shall  bring  a  man  peace 
at  the  last. 

39.  As  for  the  transgressors,  they  shall  perish 
together:  and  the  end  of  the  ungodly  is,  they  shall 
be  rooted  out  at  the  last. 

40.  But  the  salvation  of  the  righteous  cometh 
of  the  Lord:   who  is  also  their  strength  in  the  time 
of  trouble. 

41.  And  the  Lord  shall  stand  by  them,  and  save 
them :   he  shall  deliver  them  from  the  ungodly,  and 
shall  save  them,  because  they  put  their  trust  in  him. 


MORNING  PRAYER — DAY  8. 

Psalm  39. 

I  SAID,  I  will  take  heed  to  my  ways :  that  I  offend 
not  in  my  tongue ; 

2.  I  will  keep  my  mouth  as  it  were  with  a  bridle : 
while  the  ungodly  is  in  my  sight. 

3.  I  held  my  tongue,  and  spake  nothing:  I  kept 
silence,  yea,  even  from  good  words;  but  it  was  pain 
and  grief  to  me. 

4.  My  heart  was  hot  within  me,  and  while  I  was 
thus  musing  the  fire  kindled :  and  at  the  last  I 
spake  with  my  tongue ; 

5.  Lord,  let  me  know  mine  end,  and  the  num 
ber  of  my  days:   that  I  may  be  certified  how  long  I 
have  to  live. 
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6.  Behold,  thou  hast  made  my  days  as  it  were 
a  span  long :    and  mine  age  is  even  as  nothing  in 
respect  of  thee;    and  verily  every  man  living  is 
altogether  vanity. 

7.  For  man  walketh  in  a  vain  shadow,  and  dis- 
quieteth  himself  in  vain:  he  heapeth  up  riches,  and 
cannot  tell  who  shall  gather  them. 

8.  And  now,  Lord,  what  is  my  hope:    truly  my 
hope  is  even  in  thee. 

9.  Deliver  me  from  all  mine  offences:   and  make 
me  not  a  rebuke  unto  the  foolish. 

10.  I  became  dumb,  and  opened  not  my  mouth: 
for  it  was  thy  doing. 

1 1.  Take  thy  plague  away  from  me:   I  am  even 
consumed  by  the  means  of  thy  heavy  hand. 

12.  When  thou  with  rebukes  dost  chasten  man 
for  sin,  thou  makest   his  beauty  to  consume  away, 
like  as  it  were  a  moth  fretting  a  garment :    every 
man  therefore  is  but  vanity. 

13.  Hear  my  prayer,  O  Lord,  and  with  thine 
ears  consider  my  calling:   hold  not  thy  peace  at  my 
tears. 

14.  For  I  am  a  stranger  with  thee:   and  a  so- 
journer,  as  all  my  fathers  were. 

15.  O  spare  me  a  little,  that  I  may  recover  my 
strength :   before  I  go  hence,  and  be  no  more  seer. 

EVENING  PRAYER. 
Psalm  42. 

LIKE  as  the  hart  desireth  the  water-brooks :  so. 
longeth  my  soul  after  thee,  O  God. 
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2.  My  soul  is  athirst  for  God,  yea,  even  for  the 
living  God  :    When   shall  I  come  to  appear  before 
the  presence  of  God? 

3.  My  tears  have  been  my  meat  day  and  night: 
while  they  daily  say  unto  me,  Where  is  now  thy 
God? 

4.  Now  when  I  think  thereupon,  I  pour  out  my 
heart  by  myself:  for  I  went  with  the  multitude, 
and  brought  them  forth  into  the  house  of  God ; 

5.  In    the  voice    of  praise    and    thanksgiving : 
among  such  as  keep  holy-day. 

6.  Why  art  thou  so  full  of  heaviness,  O  my  soul: 
and  why  art  thou  so  disquieted  within  me  ? 

7.  Put.  thy  trust  in  God:  for  I  will  yet  give  him 
thanks  for  the  help  of  his  countenance. 

8.  My  God,  my  soul  is  vexed  within  me:  there 
fore  will  I  remember  thee  concerning  the  land  of 
Jordan,  and  the  little  hill  of  Ilermon. 

9.  One  deep  calleth  another,  because  of  the 
noise  of  the  water-pipes:  all  thy  waves  and  storms 
are  gone  over  me. 

10.  The  Lord  hath  granted  his  loving-kindness 
in  the  day-time:   and  in  the  night-season  did  I  sing 
of  him,  and  made  my  prayer  unto  the  God  of  my 
life. 

11.  I  will  say  unto  the  God  of  my  strength, 
Why  hast  thou  forgotten  me :  why  go  I  thus  hea 
vily,  while  the  enemy  oppresseth  me  ? 

12.  My  bones  are  smitten  asunder  as  with  a 
sword :   while  mine  enemies  that  trouble  me  cast 
me  in  the  teeth  ; 
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13.  Namely,  while   they   say  daily   unto   me: 
Where  is  now  thy  God? 

14.  Why  art,  thou  so  vexed,  O  my  soul:  and 
why  art  thou  so  disquieted  within  me  ? 

15.  O  put  thy  trust  in  God:    for  I  will  yet 
thank  him,  which  is  the  help  of  my  countenance, 
and  my  God. 


MORNING  PRAYER  —DAT  9. 
Psalm  46. 

GOD  is  our  hope  and  strength :  a  very  present  help 
in  trouble. 

2.  Therefore  will  we  not  fear,  though  the  earth 
be  moved:  and  though  the  hills  be  carried  into  the 
midst  of  the  sea. 

3.  Though  the  waters  thereof  rage  and  swell : 
and  though  the  mountains  shake  at  the  tempest  of 
the  same. 

4.  The  rivers  of  the  flood  thereof  shall  make 
glad  the  city  of  God  :    the  holy  place  of  the  taber 
nacle  of  the  most  Highest. 

5.  God  is  in  the  midst  of  her,  therefore  shall 
she  not  be  removed :  God  shall  help  her,  and  that 
right  early. 

6.  The  heathen  make  much  ado,  and  the  king 
doms  are  moved :    but  God  hath  showed  his  voice 
and  the  earth  shall  melt  away. 

7.  The  Lord  of  hosts  is  with  us:  the  God  of 
Jacob  is  our  refuge. 


THE    PSALMS.  55 

8.  O  come  hither  and  behold  the  works  of  the 
Lord :  what  destruction  he  hath  brought  upon  the 
earth, 

9.  He  maketh  wars  to  cease  in  all  the  world : 
he  breaketh  the  bow,  and  knappeth  the  spear  in 
sunder,  and  burneth  the  chariots  in  the  fire. 

10.  Be  still  then,  and  know  that  I  am  God :  I 
will  be  exalted  among  the  heathen,  and  I  will  be 
exalted  in  the  earth. 

11.  The  Lord  of  hosts  is  with  us  :    the  God  of 
Jacob  is  our  refuge. 

EVENING  PRAYER. 

Pxalm  48. 

GREAT  is  the  Lord,  and  highly  to  be  praised :   in 
the  city  of  our  God,  even  upon  his  holy  hill. 

2.  The  hill  of  Sion  is  a  fair  place,  and  the  joy 
of  the  whole  earth :   upon  the  north-side  lieth  the 
city  of  the  great  King ;    God  is  well  known  in  her 
palaces  as  a  sure  refuge. 

3.  For  lo,  the  kings  of  the  earth :   are  gathered, 
and  gone  by  together. 

4.  They  marvelled  to  see   such    things :    they 
were  astonished,  and  suddenly  cast  down. 

5.  Fear  came  there  upon  them,  and  sorrow:    as 
upon  a  woman  in  her  travail. 

6.  Thou  shalt   break   the    ships   of    the    sea : 
through  the  east-wind. 

7.  Like  as  we  have  heard,  so  have  we  seen  in 
the  city  of  the  Lord  of  hosts,  in  the  city  of  our  God : 
God  upholdeth  the  same  for  ever. 
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8.  We  wait  for  thy  loving-kindness,  O  God:  in 
the  midst  of  thy  temple. 

9.  O  God,  according  to  thy  Name,  so  is  thy 
praise  unto  the  world's  end :   thy  right  hand  is  full 
of  righteousness. 

1 0.  Let  the  mount  Sion  rejoice,  and  the  daughter 
of  Judah  be  glad  :  because  of  thy  judgments. 

11.  Walk  about  Sion,  and  go  round  about  her: 
and  tell  the  towers  thereof. 

12.  Mark  well  her  bulwarks,  set  up  her  houses: 
that  ye  may  tell  them  that  come  after. 

13.  For  this  God  is  our  God  for  ever  and  ever: 
he  shall  be  our  guide  unto  death. 

MORNING  PRAYER.— DAY  10. 
Psalm  51. 

HAVE  mercy  upon  me,  O  God,  after  thy  great 
goodness  :  according  to  the  multitude  of  thy  mer 
cies  do  away  mine  offences. 

2.  Wash  me  throughly  from   my  wickedness  : 
and  cleanse  me  from  my  sin. 

3.  For  I  acknowledge  my  faults :    and  my  sin  is 
ever  before  me. 

4.  Against  thee  only  have  I  sinned,  and   done 
this  evil  in  thy  sight :  that  thou  mightest  be  justi 
fied  in  thy  saying,  and  clear  when  thou  art  judged. 

5.  Behold,  I  was  shapen  in  wickedness,  and  in 
sin  hath  my  mother  conceived  me. 

6.  But  lo,  thou  requirest  truth  in  the  inward 
parts  :    and   shalt  make  me  to  understand  wisdom 
secretly. 
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7.  Thou  shalt  purge  me  with  hyssop,  and  I  shall 
be  clean:  thou  shalt  wash  me,  and  I  shall  he  whiter 
than  snow. 

8.  Thou  shalt  make  me  hear  of  joy  and  gladness: 
that  the  bones  which  thou  hast  bmken  may  rejoice. 

9.  Turn  thy  face  from  my  sins:  and  put  out  all 
my  misdeeds. 

10.  Make  me  a  clean  heart,  O  God:  and  renew 
a  right  spirit  within  me. 

11.  Cast  me  not  away  from  thy  presence :   and 
take  not  thy  holy  Spirit  from  me. 

12.  O  give  me  the  comfort  of  thy  help  again: 
and  stablish  me  with  thy  free  Spirit. 

13.  Then  shall  I  teach  thy  ways  unto  the  wicked: 
and  sinners  shall  he  converted  unto  thee. 

14.  Deliver  rne  from  blood-guiltiness,  O  God, 
thou  that  art  the  God  of  my  health :  and  my  tongue 
shall  sing  of  thy  righteousness. 

15.  Thou  shalt  open  my  Ijps,  O  Lord:   and  my 
mouth  shall  show  thy  praise. 

16.  For  thou  desirest  no  sacrifice,  else  would  I 
give  it  thee:    but   thou  delightest  not  in  burnt- 
offerings. 

17.  The  sacrifice  of  God  is  a  troubled  spirit:   a 
broken  and  contrite  heart,  O  God,  shalt  thou  not 
despise. 

18.  O  be  favourable  and  gracious  unto  Sion: 
build  thou  the  walls  of  Jerusalem. 

19.  Then  shalt  thou  he  pleased  with  the  sacri 
fice  of  righteousness,  with  the  burnt-offerings  and 
oblations :    then   shall  they  offer  young  bullocks 
upon  thine  altar. 
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EVENING  PRAYER. 
Psalm  54. 

SAVE  me,  O  God,  for  thy  Name's  sake :  and  avenge 
me  in  thy  strength. 

2.  Hear  my  prayer,  O  God  :   and  hearken  unto 
the  words  of  my  mouth. 

3.  For  strangers  are  risen  up  against  me :    and 
tyrants,  which  have  not  God  before  their  eyes,  seek 
after  my  soul. 

4.  Behold,  God  is  my  helper :   the  Lord  is  with 
them  that  uphold  my  soul. 

5.  lie  shall  reward  evil  unto  mine  enemies:  de 
stroy  thou  them  in  thy  truth. 

6.  An  offering  of  a  free  heart  will  I  give  thee, 
and  praise  thy  Name,  O  Lord:  because  it  is  so 
comfortable. 

7.  For  he   hath  delivered   me  out  of   all  my 
trouble :    and  mine  eye  hath  seen  his  desire  upon 
mine  enemies. 


MORNING  PRAYER— DAY  11. 

Psalm  5G. 

BE  merciful  unto  me,  O  God,  for  man  goeth  about 
to  devour  me  :  he  is  daily  fighting  and  troubling 
me. 

2.  Mine  enemies  are  daily  in  hand  to  swallow 
me  up:  for  they  be  many  that  fight  against  me,  O 
thou  most  Highest. 

3.  Nevertheless,  though  I  am  sometime  afraid  : 
yet  put  I  my  trust  in  thee. 
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4.  I  will  praise  God,  because  of  his  word :    I 
have  put  my  trust  in  God,  and  will  not  fear  what 
flesh  can  do  unto  me. 

5.  They  daily  mistake  my  words:  all  that  they 
imagine  is  to  do  me  evil. 

6.  They  hold  all  together,  and  keep  themselves 
close  :    and  mark  my  steps,  when  they  lay  wait  for 
my  soul. 

7.  Shall  they  escape  for  their  wickedness:  thou, 
O  God,  in  thy  displeasure  shalt  cast  them  down. 

8.  Thou  tellest  my  Sittings;    put  my  tears  into 
thy  bottle :    are  not   these    things   noted    in  thy 
book? 

9.  Whensoever  I  call  upon  thee,  then  shall  mine 
enemies  be  put  to  flight :    this  I  know  ;  for  God  is 
on  my  side. 

10.  In  God's  word  will  I  rejoice;   in  the  Lord's 
word  will  I  comfort  me. 

1 1 .  Yea,  in  God  have  I  put  my  trust :   I  will  not 
be  afraid  what  man  can  do  unto  me. 

12.  Uuto  thee,  O  God,  will  I  pay  my  vows! 
unto  thee  will  1  give  thanks. 

1 3.  For  thou  hast  delivered  my  soul  from  death, 
and  my  feet  from  falling  :    that  I  may  walk  before 
God  in  the  light  of  the  living. 

EVENING  PRAYER. 
Psalm  61. 

HEAR  my  crying,  O  God:  give  ear  unto  my  prayer. 
2.  From  the  ends  of  the  earth  will  I  call  upon 
thee :   when  my  heart  is  in  heaviness.

3.  O  set  me  up  upon  the  rock  that  is  higher 
than  I :    for  them  hast  been  my  hope,  and  a  strong 
tower  for  me  against  the  enemy. 

4.  I  will  dwell  in  thy  tabernacle  for  ever :    and 
my  trust  shall  be  under  the  covering  of  thy  wings. 

5.  For  thou,  O  Lord,  hast  heard  my  desires: 
and  hast  given  an  heritage  unto  those  that  fear  thy 
Name. 

6.  Thou  shalt  grant  the  King  a  long  life  :   that 
his  years  may  endure  throughout  all  generations. 

7.  He  shall  dwell  before  God  for  ever:   O  pre 
pare  thy  loving  mercy  and  faithfulness,   that  they 
may  preserve  him. 

8.  So  will  I  alway  sing  praise  unto  thy  Name : 
that  I  may  daily  perform  my  vows. 


MORNING  PRAYER.— DAY  12. 
Psalm  63. 

0  GOD,  thou  art  my  God :   early  will  I  seek  thee. 

2.  My  soul   thirsteth   for  thec,    my  flesh  also 
longeth  after  thee:  in  a  barren  and  dry  land  where 
no  water  is. 

3.  Thus  have  I  looked  for  thee  in  holiness:  that 

1  might  behold  thy  power  and  glory. 

4.  For  thy  loving-kindness  is  better  than  the 
life  itself:   my  lips  shall  praise  thee. 

5.  As  long  as  I  live  will  I  magnify  thee  on  this 
manner:    and  lift  up  my  hands  in  thy  Name. 

6.  My  soul  shall  be  satisfied,  even  as  it  were 
with  marrow  and  fatness :  when  my  mouth  praiseth 
thee  with  joyful  lips. 
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7.  Have  I  not  remembered  thee  in  my  bed:  and 
thought  upon  thee  when  I  was  waking  ? 

8.  Because  thou  hast  been  my  helper:  therefore 
under  the  shadow  of  thy  wings  will  I  rejoice. 

9.  My  soul  hangeth  upon  thee:   thy  right  hand 
hath  upholden  me. 

10.  These  also  that  seek  the  hurt  of  my  soul : 
they  shall  go  under  the  earth. 

1 1.  Let  them  fall  upon  the  edge  of  the  sword: 
that  they  may  be  a  portion  for  foxes. 

12.  But  the  King  shall  rejoice  in  God;  all  they 
also  that  swear  by  him  shall  be  commended :  for 
the  mouth  of  them  that  speak  lies  shall  be  stopped. 

EVENING  PRAYER. 
Psalm  67. 

GOD  be  merciful  unto  us,  and  bless  us :  and  shew  us 
the  light  of  his  countenance,  and  be  merciful  unto  us ; 

2.  That  thy  way  may  be  known  upon  earth;  thy 
saving  health  among  all  nations.* 

3.  Let  the  people  praise  thee,  O  God:  yea,  let 
all  the  people  praise  thee. 

4.  O  let  the  nations  rejoice  and  be  glad  :  for 
thou  shalt  judge  the  folk  righteously,  and  govern 
the  nations  upon  earth. 

5.  Let  the  people  praise  thee,  O  God:    let  all 
the  people  praise  thee. 

6.  Then  shall  the  earth  bring  forth  her  increase  : 
and  God,  even  our  own  God,  shall  give  us  his 
blessing. 

7.  God  shall  bless  us :    and  all  the  ends  of  the 
world  shall  fear  him. 
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MORNING  PRAYER.— DAY  13. 

Psalm  68,  to  v.  11. 

LET  God  arise,  and  let  his  enemies  be  scattered : 
let  them  also  that  hate  him  flee  before  him. 

2.  Like  as  the  smoke  vanisheth,  so  shalt  thou 
drive  them  away ;    and  like  as  wax  melteth  at  the 
fire,  so  let  the  ungodly  perish  at  the  presence  of 
God. 

3.  But  let  the  righteous  be  glad  and  rejoice  be 
fore  God  :  let  them  also  be  merry  and  joyful. 

4.  O  sing  unto  God,  and  sing  praises  unto  his 
Name:  magnify  him  that  rideth  upon  the  heavens, 
as  it  were  upon  an  horse ;    praise  him  in  his  Name 
JAH,  and  rejoice  before  him. 

5.  He  is  a  Father  of  the  fatherless,  and  defend- 
eth  the  cause  of   the  widows:    even  God  in  his 
holy  habitation. 

6.  He  is  the  God  that  maketh  men  to  be  of  one 
mind  in  an  house,  and   bringeth  _the  prisoners  out 
of  captivity  :   but  letteth  the  runagates  continue  in 
scarceness. 

7.  O  God,  when  thou  wentest  forth  before  the 
people  :    when  thou  wentest  through  the  wilder 
ness, 

8.  The  earth  shook,  and  the  heavens  dropped 
at  the  presence  of  God:   even  as  Sinai  also  was 
moved  at  the  presence  of  God,  who  is  the  God  of 
Israel. 

9.  Thou,  O  God,  sentest  a  gracious  rain  upon 
thine  inheritance :    and  refreshedst  it  when  it  was 
weary. 
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10.  Thy  congregation  shall  dwell  therein:  for 
thou,  O  God,  hast  of  thy  goodness  prepared  for  the 
poor. 

EVENING  PRAYER. 
Psalm  69,  from  v.  30  to  the  end. 

As  for  me,  when  I  am  poor  and  in  heaviness :    thy 
help,  O  God,  shall  lift  me  up. 

31.  I  will  praise  the  Name  of  God  with  a  song: 
and  magnify  it  with  thanksgiving. 

32.  This  also  shall  please  the  Lord:  better  than 
a  bullock  that  hath  horns  and  hoofs. 

33.  The  humble  shall  consider  this,  and  be  glad: 
seek  ye  after  God,  and  your  soul  shall  live". 

34.  For  the  Lord  heareth  the  poor:    and  de- 
spiseth  not  his  prisoners. 

35.  Let  heaven  and  earth  praise  him  :    the  sea, 
acid  all  that  moveth  therein. 

36.  For  God  will  save  Sion,  and  build  the  cities 
of  Judah :    that  men  may  dwell  there,  and  have  it 
in  possession. 

37.  The  posterity  also  of  his  servants  shall  in 
herit  it :    and  they  that  love  his  Name  shall  dwell 
therein. 


MORNING  PRAYER— DAY  14. 
Psalm  71,  from  v.  10  to  the  end. 

Go  not  far  from  me,  O  God:    my  God,  haste  thee 
to  help  me. 

1 1 .  Let  them  be  confounded  and  perish  that 
are  against  my  soul :  let  them  be  covered  with 
shame  and  dishonour  that  seek  to  do  me  evil. 
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12.  As  for  me,  I  will  patiently  abide  alway :  and 
will  praise  thee  more  and  more. 

13.  My  mouth   shall  daily  speak  of  thy  right 
eousness  and  salvation:  for  I  know  no  end  thereof. 

14.  I  will  go  forth  in  the  strength  of  the  Lord 
God:   and  will  make  mention  of  thy  righteousness 
only. 

15.  Thou,   O  God,  hast  taught  me  from  my 
youth  up  until  now;   therefore  will  I  tell  of  thy 
wondrous  works. 

1  6.  Forsake  me  rot,  O  God,  in  mine  old  age, 
when  I  am  grey-headed  :  until  I  have  shewed  thy 
strength  unto  this  generation,  and  thy  power  to  all 
them  that  are  yet  for  to  come. 

17.  Thy  righteousness,  O  God,  is  very  high: 
and  great  things  are  they  that  thou  hast  done ;    O 
God,  who  is  like  unto  thee  ? 

18.  O  what  great  troubles  and  adversities  hast 
thou  shewed  me  !    and  yet  didst  thou  turn  and  re 
fresh  me  :    yea,  and   broughtest  me  from  ihe  deep 
of  the  earth  again. 

19.  Thou  hast   brought  me  to  great  honour: 
and  comforted  me  on  every  side. 

20.  Therefore  will  I  praise  thee  and   thy  faith 
fulness,   O   God,  playing  upon  an  instrument  of 
musick:  unto  thee  will  I  sing  upon  the  harp,  O 
thou  Holy  One  of  Israel. 

21.  My  lips  will  be  fain  when  I  sing  unto  thee: 
and  so  will  my  soul  whom  thou  hast  delivered. 

22.  My  tongue  also  shall  talk  of  thy  righteous 
ness  all  the  day  long:   for  they  are  confounded  and 
brought  unto  shame  that  seek  to  do  me  evil. 
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EVENING  PRAYER. 
Psalm  73,  from  v.  13  to  the  end. 

ALL  the  day  long  have  I  been  punished :  and 
chastened  every  morning. 

14.  Yea,  and  I  had  almost  said  even  as  they: 
but  lo,  then  I  should  have  condemned  the  genera 
tion  of  thy  children. 

15.  Then  thought  I  to  understand  this:    but  it 
was  too  hard  for  me. 

16.  Until  I  went  into  the  sanctuary  of  God: 
then  understood  I  the  end  of  these  men ; 

17.  Namely,  how  thou  dost  set  them  in  slippery 
places :  and  easiest  them  down,  and  destroyest  them. 

1 8.  Oh,  how  suddenly  do  they  consume :  perish, 
and  come  to  a  fearful  end ! 

K  19.  Yea,  even  like  as  a  dream  when  one  awaketh: 
so  shall  thou  make  their  image  to  vanish  out  of  the 
city. 

20.  Thus  my  heart  was  grieved:   and  it  went 
even  through  my  reins. 

21.  So  foolish  was  I,  and  ignorant:    even  as  it 
were  a  beast  before  thee. 

22.  Nevertheless  I  am  alway  by  thee :   for  thou 
hast  holden  me  by  my  right  hand. 

23.  Thou  shall  guide  me  wilh  thy  counsel:  and 
after  that  receive  me  with  glory. 

24.  Whom  have  I  in  heaven  but  thee:  and  there 
is  none  upon  earth  that  I  desire  in  comparison  of 
thee. 

25.  My  flesh  and  my  heart  faileth  :    but  God  13 
the  strength  of  my  heart,  and  my  portion  for  ever. 


66  THE    PSALMS. 

26.  For  lo,  they  that  forsake  thee  shall  perish  : 
thou  hast  destroyed  all  them  that  commit  fornica 
tion  against  thee. 

27.  But  it  is  good  for  me  to  hold  me  fast  by 
God,  to  put  my  trust  in  the  Lord  God:   and  to 
speak  of  all  thy  works  in  the  gates  of  the  daughter 
of  Sion. 

MORNING  PRAYER.— DAY  15. 

Psalm  75. 

UNTO  thee,  O  God,  do  we  give  thanks :   yea,  unto 
thee  do  we  give  thanks. 

2.  Thy  Name  also  is  so  nigh  :    and  that  do  thy 
wondrous  works  declare. 

3.  When   I  receive  the  congregation :    I  shall 
judge  according  unto  right. 

4.  The  earth  is  weak,  and  all  the  inhabiters 
thereof:   I  bear  up  the  pillars  of  it. 

5.  I  said  unto  the  fools,  Deal  not  so  madly:  and 
to  the  ungodly,  Set  not  up  your  horn. 

6.  Set  not  up  your  horn  on  high:  and  speak  not 
with  a  stiff  neck. 

7.  For  promotion  cometh  neither  from  the  east, 
nor  from  the  west :  nor  yet  from  the  south. 

8.  And  why?   God  is  the  Judge:    he  putteth 
down  one,  and  setteth  up  another. 

9.  For  in  the  hand  of  the  Lord  there  is  a  cup, 
arid  the  wine  is  red :  it  is  full  mixed,  and  he  poureth 
out  of  the  same. 

10.  As  for  the  dregs  thereof:   all  the  ungodly 
of  the  earth  shall  drink  them,  and  suck  them  out. 
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11.  But  I  will  talk  of  the  God  of  Jacob:    and 
praise  him  for  ever. 

12.  All  the  horns  of  the  ungodly  also  will  I 
break:    and  the  horns  of  the  righteous  shall  be 
exalted. 

EVENING  PRAYER, 
Psalm  78,  to  v.  13. 

HEAE,  my  law,  O  my  people :    incline  your  ears 
unto  the  words  of  my  mouth, 

2.  I  will  open  my  mouth  in  a  parable:  I  will 
declare  hard  sentences  of  old; 

3.  Which  we  have  heard  and  known:   and  such 
as  our  fathers  have  told  us; 

4.  That  we  should  not  hide  them  from  the  chil 
dren  of  the  generations  to  come:   but  to  shew  the 
honour  of  the   Lord,    his  mighty   and   wonderful 
works  that  he  hath  done. 

5.  He  made  a  covenant  with  Jacob,  and  gave 
Israel  a  law :    which  he  commanded  our  forefathers 
to  teach  their  children  ; 

C.  That  their  posterity  might  know  it  :  and  the 
children  which  were  yet  unborn ; 

7.  To  the  intent  that  when  they  came  up:  they 
might  shew  their  children  the  same ; 

8.  That  they  might  put  their  trust  in  God:   and 
not  to  forget  the  works  of  God,  but  to  keep  his 
commandments ; 

9.  And  not  to  be  as  their  forefathers,  a  faithless 
and  stubborn  generation :   a  generation  that  set  not 
their  heart  aright,  and  whose  spirit  cleaveth  not 
stedfastly  unto  God ; 
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1 0.  Like  as  the  children  of  Ephraim :  who  being 
harnessed,  and  carrying  bows,  turned  tliem.selv.es 
back  in  the  day  of  battle. 

11.  They  kept  not  the  covenant  of  God  :    and 
would  not  walk  in  his  law  ; 

12.  But  forgat  what  he  had  done:    and    the 
wonderful  works  that  he  had  shewed  for  them. 


MORNING  PRAYER.— DAY  10. 
Psalm  79. 

O  GOD,  the  heathen  are  come  into  thine  inheri 
tance:  thy  holy  temple  have  they  defiled,  and  made 
Jerusalem  an  heap  of  stones. 

2.  The  dead  bodies  of  thy  servants  have  they 
given  to  be  meat  unto  the  fowls  of  the  air:  and  the 
flesh  of  thy  saints  unto  the  beasts  of  the  land. 

3.  Their  blood  have  they  shed  like  water  on 
every  side  of  Jerusalem :   and  there  was  no  man  to 
bury  them. 

4.  We  are  become  an  open  shame  to  our  ene 
mies  :  a  very  scorn  and  derision  unto  them  that 
are  round  about  us. 

5.  Lord,  how  long  wilt  thou  be  angry:  shall  thy 
jealousy  burn  like  fire  for  ever  ? 

6.  Pour  out  thine  indignation  upon  the  heathen 
that  have  not  known  thee :  and  upon  the  kingdoms 
that  have  not  called  upon  thy  Name. 

7.  For  they  have  devoured  Jacob  :    and  laid 
waste  his  dwelling-place. 


THE    PSALMS.  69 

8.  O  remember  not  our  old  sins,  but  have  mercy 
upon  us,  and  that  soon :    for  we  are  come  to  great 
misery. 

9.  Help  us,  O  God  of  our  salvation,  for  the  glory 
of  thy  Name :    O  deliver  us,  and  be  merciful  unto 
our  sins,  for  thy  Name's  sake. 

10.  Wherefore  do  the  heathen  say:  Where  is 
now  their  God  ? 

11.  O  let  the  vengeance  of  thy  servants'  blood 
that  is  shed  :    be  openly  shewed  upon  the  heathen 
in  our  sight. 

12.  O  let  the  sorrowful  sighing  of  the  prisoners 
come  before  thee :  according  to  the  greatness  of 
thy  power,  preserve  thou  those  that  are  appointed 
to  die. 

13.  And    for   the    blasphemy   wherewith   our 
neighbours  have  blasphemed  thee:    reward  thou 
them,  O  Lord,  seven-fold  into  their  bosom. 

14.  So  we,  that  are  thy  people,  and  sheep  of 
thy  pasture,   shall  give  thee  thanks  for  ever  :    and 
will  alway  be  showing  forth  thy  praise  from  gene 
ration  to  generation. 

EVENING  PRAYER. 
Psalm  84. 

O  HOW  amiable  are  thy  dwellings :    thou  Lord  of 
hosts ! 

2.  My  soul  hath  a  desire  and  longing  to  enter 
into  the  courts  of  the  Lord:  my  heart  and  my  flesh 
rejoice  in  the  living  God. 

3.  Yea,  the  sparrow  hath   found  her  an  house, 
and  the  swallow  a  nest  where  she  may  lav  her 
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young:   even  thy  altars,  O  Lord  of  hosts,  my  King 
and  my  God. 

4.  Blessed  are  they  that  dwell  in  thy  house : 
they  will  be  alway  praising  thee. 

5.  Blessed  is  the  man  whose  strength  is  in  thee: 
in  whose  heart  are  thy  ways. 

6.  Who  going  through  the  vale  of  misery  use  it 
for  a  well :  and  the  pools  are  filled  with  water. 

7.  They  will  go  from  strength  to  strength:  and 
unto  the  God  of  gods  appeareth  every  one  of  them 
in  Sion. 

8.  O    Lord   God   of  hosts,   hear   my   prayer: 
hearken,  O  God  of  Jacob. 

9.  Behold,  O  God  our  defender:  and  look  upon 
the  face  of  thine  Anointed. 

10.  For  one  day  in  thy  courts:  is  better  than  a 
thousand. 

11.  I  had  rather  be  a  door-keeper  in  the  house 
of  my  God  than  to  dwell  in  the  tents  of  ungodliness. 

12.  For  the  Lord  God  is  a  light  and  defence: 
the  Lord  will  give  grace  and  worship,  and  no  good 
thing  shall  he  withhold  from  them  that  live  a  godly 
life. 

13.  O  Lord  God  of  hosts:    blessed  is  the  man 
that  putteth  his  trust  in  thee. 


MORNING  PRAYER.— DAY  17. 

Psalm  87. 

HER  foundations  are  upon  the  holy  hills:  the  Lord 
loveth  the  gates  of  Sion  more  than  all  the  dwellings 
of  Jacob. 
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2.  Very  excellent  things  are  spoken  of  thee: 
thou  city  of  God. 

3.  I  will  think  upon  Rahab  and  Babylon  :   with 
them  that  know  me. 

4.  Behold  ye  the  Philistines  also :   and  they  of 
Tyre,  with  the  Morians ;    lo,  there  was  he  born. 

5.  And  of  Sion  it  shall  be  reported  that  he  was 
born  in  her:  and  the  most  High  shall  stablish  her. 

6.  The  Lord  shall  rehearse  it  when  he  writeth 
up  the  people :  that  he  was  born  there. 

7.  The  singers  also  and  trumpeters  shall  he  re 
hearse  :   all  my  fresh  springs  shall  be  in  thee. 

EVENING  PRAYER. 
Psalm  89,  to  v.  20. 

MY  song  shall  be  alway  of  the  loving-kindness  of 
the  Lord  :  with  my  mouth  will  I  ever  be  showing 
thy  truth  from  one  generation  to  another. 

2.  For  I  have  said,  Mercy  shall  be  set  up  for 
ever :   thy  truth  shalt  thou  stablish  in  the  heavens. 

3.  I  have  made  a  covenant  with  my  chosen:    I 
have  sworn  unto  David  my  servant ; 

4.  Thy  seed  will  I  stablish  for  ever:   arid  set  up 
thy  throne  from  one  generation  to  another. 

5.  O  Lord,  the  very  heavens  shall  praise  thy 
wondrous  works:  and  thy  truth  in  the  congregation 
of  the  saints. 

6.  For  who  is  he  among  the  clouds :    that  shall 
be  compared  unto  the  Lord  ? 

7.  And  what  is  he  among  the  gods :    that  shall 
be  like  unto  the  Lord  ? 
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8.  God  is  very  greatly  to  be  feared  in  the  coun 
cil  of  the  saints  :  and  to  be  had  in  reverence  of  all 
them  that  are  round  about  him. 

9.  O  Lord  God  of  hosts,  who  is  like  unto  thee: 
thy  truth,  most  mighty  Lord,  is  on  every  side. 

10.  Thou  rulest  the  raging  of  the  sea  :   thou 
stillest  the  waves  thereof  when  they  arise. 

11.  Thou  hast  subdued  Egypt,  and  destroyed 
it :   thou  hast  scattered  thine  enemies  abroad  with 
thy  mighty  arm. 

12.  The  heavens  are  thine,  the  earth  also  is 
thine :    thou  hast  laid  the  foundation  of  the  round 
world,  and  all  that  therein  is. 

13.  Thou  hast  made  the  north  and  the  south  : 
Tabor  and  Hermon  shall  rejoice  in  thy  Name. 

14.  Thou    hast  a  mighty  arm:    strong  is  thy 
hand,  and  high  is  thy  right  hand. 

15.  Righteousness  and  equity  are  the  habitation 
of  thy  seat :    mercy  and  truth  shall   go  before  thy 
face. 

16.  Blessed  is  the  people,  O  Lord,  that  can  re 
joice  in  thee  :    they  shall  walk  in  the  light  of  thy 
countenance. 

17.  Their  delight  shall  be  daily  in  thy  Name  : 
and  in  thy  righteousness  shall  they  make  their 
boast. 

18.  For  thou  art  the  glory  of  their  strength: 
and  in  thy  loving-kindness  thou  shalt  lift  up  our 
horns. 

1 9.  For  the  Lord  is  our  defence :  the  Holy  One 
of  Israel  is  our  King. 
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MORNING  PRAYER.— DAY  18. 

Psalm  92. 

IT  is  a  good  thing  to  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord  : 
and  to  sing  praises  unto  thy  name,  O  most  Highest. 

2.  To  tell  of  thy  loving-kindness  early  in  the 
morning  :  and  of  thy  truth  in  the  night  season  ; 

3.  Upon  an  instrument  often  strings,  and  upon 
the  lute:  upon  a  loud  instrument,  and  upon  the 
harp. 

4.  For  thou,  Lord,  hast  made  me  glad  through 
thy  works :  and  I  will  rejoice  in  giving  praise  for 
the  operations  of  thy  hands. 

5.  O  Lord,  how  glorious  are  thy  works:    thy 
thoughts  are  very  deep. 

6.  An  unwise  man  doth  not  well  consider  this  : 
and  a  fool  doth  not  understand  it. 

7.  When  the  ungodly  are  green  as  the  grass, 
and  when  all  the  workers  of  wickedness  do  flourish: 
then  shall  they  be  destroyed  forever;    but  thou, 
Lord,  art  the  most  Highest  for  evermore. 

8.  For  lo,  thine  enemies,  O  Lord,  lo,  thine  ene 
mies  shall  perish :    and  all  the  workers  of  wicked 
ness  shall  be  destroyed. 

9.  But  mine  horn  shall  be  exalted  like  the  horn 
of  an  unicorn  :  for  I  am  anointed  with  fresh  oil. 

10.  Mine  eye  also  shall  see  his  lust  of  mine 
enemies  :   and  mine  ear  shall  hear  his  desire  of  the 
wicked  that  arise  up  against  me. 

1 1 .  The  righteous  shall  flourish  like  a  palm-tree : 
and  shall  spread  abroad  like  a  cedar  in  Libanus. 
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1 2.  Such  as  are  planted  in  the  house  of  the  Lord ; 
shall  flourish  in  the  courts  of  the  house  of  our  God. 

13.  They  also  shall  bring  forth  more  fruit  in 
their  age  :  and  shall  be  fat  and  well-liking. 

14.  That  they  may  shew  how  true  the  Lord  my 
strength  is :   and  that  there  is  no  unrighteousness 
in  him. 

EVENING  PRAYER. 
Psalm  93. 

THE  Lord  is  King,  and  hath  put  on  glorious  appa 
rel  :  the  Lord  hath  put  on  his  apparel  and  girded 
himself  with  strength. 

2.  He  hath  made  the  round  world  so  sure:  that 
it  cannot  be  moved. 

3.  Ever  since  the  world  began  hath  thy  seat 
been  prepared  :   thou  art  from  everlasting. 

4.  The  floods  are  risen,  O  Lord,  the  floods  have 
lift  up  their  voice  :   the  floods  lift  up  their  waves. 

5.  The  waves  of  the  sea  are  mighty,  and  rage 
horribly :  but  yet  the  Lord,  who  dwelleth  on  highr 
is  mightier. 

6.  Thy  testimonies,   O  Lord,   are  very  sure  : 
holiness  becometh  thine  house  for  ever. 


MORNING  PRAYER— DAY  19. 
Psalm  95. 

O  COME,  let  us  sing  unto  the  Lord:  let  us  heartily 
rejoice  in  the  strength  of  our  salvation. 

2.  Let  us  come  before  his  presence  with  thanks 
giving:  and  shew  ourselves  glad  in  him  with  Psalms. 
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3.  For  the  Lord  is  a  great  God:  and  a  great 
King  above  all  gods. 

4.  In  his  hand  are  all  the  corners  of  the  earth  : 
and  the  strength  of  the  hills  is  his  also. 

5.  The  sea  is  his,  and  he  made  it:  and  his  hands 
prepared  the  dry  land. 

6.  O  come,  let  us  worship,  and  fall  down  :    and 
kneel  before  the  Lord  our  Maker. 

7.  For  he  is  the  Lord  our  God:  and  we  are  the 
people  of  his  pasture,  and  the  sheep  of  his  hand. 

8.  To-day,  if  ye  will  hear  his  voice,  harden  not 
your  hearts :    as  i-n  the  provocation,  and  as  in  the 
day  of  temptation  in  the  wilderness  ; 

9.  When  your  fathers  tempted  me:  proved -me, 
and  saw  my  works. 

10.  Forty  years  long  was  I  grieved  with  this 
generation,  and  said :    It  is  a  people  that  do  err  in 
their  hearts,  for  they  have  not  known  my  wajsr; 

1 1.  Unto  whom  I  sware  in  my  wrath:  that  they 
should  not  enter  into  my  rest. 

EVENING  PRAYER. 
Psalm  98. 

O  SING  unto  the  Lord  a  new  song:  for  lie  hath 
done  marvellous  things. 

2.  With  his  own  right  hand,  and  with  his  holy 
arm:  hath  he  gotten  himself  the  victory. 

3.  The  Lord  declared  his  salvation  :    his  right 
eousness  hath  he  oponly  shewed  in  the  sight  of  the 
heathen. 

E  2 
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4.  He  hath  remembered  his  mercy  and  truth 
toward  the  house  of  Israel:  and  all  the  ends  of  the 
world  have  seen  the  salvation  of  our  God. 

5.  Shew  yourselves  joyful  unto  the  Lord,  all  ye 
lands  :   sing,  rejoice,  and  give  thanks-. 

6.  Praise  the  Lord  upon  the  harp :    sing  to  the 
harp  with  a  psalm  of  thanksgiving. 

7.  With  trumpets  also,  and  shawms:   O  shew 
yourselves  joyful  before  the  Lord  the  King. 

8.  Let  the  sea  make  a  noise,  and  all  that  therein 
is :  the  round  world,  and  they  that  dwell  therein. 

9.  Let  the  floods  clap  their  hands,  and  let.  the 
hills  be  joyful  together  before  the  Lord  :    for  he  is 
come  to  judge  the  earth. 

10.  With  righteousness  shall  he  judge  the  world : 
and  the  people  with  equity.

Psalm  103. 

PRAISE  the  Lord,  O  my  soul:  and  all  that  is  within 
me  praise  his  holy  Name. 

2.  Praise  the  Lord,  O  my  soul :   and  forget  not 
all  his  benefits ; 

3.  Who  forgiveth  all  thy  sin  :    and  healeth  all 
thine  infirmities ; 

4.  Who  saveth  thy  life  from  destruction:  and 
crowneth  thee  with  mercy  and  loving  -kindness ; 

5.  Who  satisfied!  thy  mouth  with  good  things  : 
making  thee  young  and  lusty  as  an  eagle. 

6.  The  Lord  exeeuteth  righteousness  and  judg 
ment  :   for  all  them  that  are  oppressed  with  wrong. 
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7.  He  shewed  his  ways  unto  Moses :   his  works 
unto  the  children  of  Israel. 

8.  The  Lord  is  full  of  compassion  and  mercy  : 
long-suffering,  and  of  great,  goodness. 

9.  He  will  not  alway  be  chiding;  neither  keepeth 
he  his  anger  for  ever. 

10.  He  hath  not  dealt  with  us  after  our  sins  : 
nor  rewarded  us  according  to  our  wickednesses. 

11.  For  look  how  high  the  heaven  is  in  compa 
rison  of  the  earth :  so  great  is  his  mercy  also  toward 
them  that  fear  him. 

12.  Look  how  wide  also  the  east  is  from  the 
west :  so  far  hath  he  set  our  sins  from  us. 

13.  Yea,  like  as  a  father  pitieth   his  own  chil 
dren:   even  so  is  the  Lord  merciful  unto  them  that 
fear  him. 

14.  For  he  knoweth  whereof  we  are  made:  he 
remembereth  that  we  are  but  dust. 

15.  The  days  of  man  are  but  as  grass  :   for  he 
flourisheth  as  a  flower  of  the  field. 

16.  For  as  soon  as  the  wind  goeth  over  it,  it  is 
gone:  and  the  place  thereof  shall  know  it  no  more. 

17.  But  the  merciful  goodness  of  the  Lord  en- 
dureth  for  ever  and  ever  upon  them  that  fear  him  : 
and  his  righteousness  upon  children's  children ; 

18.  Even  upon  such  as  keep  his  covenant:   and 
think  upon  his  commandments  to  do  them. 

19.  The  Lord  hath  prepared  his  seat  in  heaven ; 
and  his  kingdom  ruleth  over  all. 

20.  O  praise  the  Lord,  ye  angels  of  his,  ye  that 
excel  in  strength:  ye  that  fulfil  his  commandment, 
and  hearken  unto  the  voice  of  his  words.

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21.  O  praise  the  Lord,  all  ye  his  hosts;  ye  ser 
vants  of  his  that  do  his  pleasure, 

22.  O  speak  good  of  the  Lord,  all  ye  works  of 
his,  in  all  places  of  his  dominion:    praise  thou  the 
Lord,  O  my  soul. 

EVENING  PRAYER. 
Psalm  104,  to  v.  16. 

PRAISE  the  Lord,  O  my  soul ;  O  Lord  my  God, 
thou  art  become  exceeding  glorious :  thou  art 
clothed  with  majesty  and  honour. 

2.  Thou  deckest  thyself  with  light  as  it  were 
with  a  garment:   and  spreadest  out  the  heavens 
like  a  curtain. 

3.  Who  layeth  the  beams  of  his  chambers  in 
the  waters:  and  maketh  the  clouds  his  chariot,  and 
walketh  upon  the  wings  of  the  wind. 

4.  He  maketh  his  angels  spirits:  and  his  minis 
ters  a  flaming  fire. 

5.  He  laid  the  foundations  of  the  earth:  that  it 
never  should  move  at  any  time. 

6.  Thou  coveredst  it  with  the  deep  like  as  with 
a  garment :  the  waters  stand  in  the  hills. 

7.  At  thy  rebuke  they  flee :  at  the  voice  of  thy 
thunder  they  are  afraid. 

8.  They  go  up  as  high  as  the  hills,  and  down  to 
the  valleys  beneath:  even  unto  the  place  which 
thou  hast  appointed  for  them, 

9.  Thou  hast  set  them  their  bounds  which  they 
shall  not  pass:   neither  turn  again  to  cover  the 
earth. 
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10.  He  sendeth   the    springs   into  the  rivers: 
which  run  among  the  hills. 

11.  All  beasts  of  the  field  drink  thereof :    and 
the  wild  asses  quench  their  thirst. 

12.  Beside  them  shall  the  fowls  of  the  air  have 
their  habitation  :   and  sing  among  the  branches. 

13.  He  watereth  the  hills  from  above:  the  earth 
is  filled  with  the  fruit  of  thy  works. 

14.  He  bringeth  forth  grass  for  the  cattle:  and 
green  herb  for  the  service  of  men ; 

15.  That  he  may  bring  food  out  of  the  earth, 
and  wine  that  maketh  glad  the  heart  of  mnn :    and 
oil  to  make  him  a  cheerful  countenance,  and  bread 
to  strengthen  man's  heart.

8.  He  hath  been  alway  mindful  of  his  covenant 
and  promise  that  he  made  to  a  thousand  genera 
tions  ; 

9.  Even  the  covenant  that  he  made  with  Abra 
ham  :  and  the  oath  that  he  sware  unto  Isaac ; 

10.  And  appointed  the  same  unto  Jacob  for  & 
law  :   and  to  Israel  for  an  everlasting  testament. 

EVENING  PRAYER. 
Psalm  106,  tov.  12. 

O  GIVE  thanks  uuto  the  Lord,  for  he  is  gracious  : 
and  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever. 

2.  Who  can  express  the  noble  acts  of  the  Lord: 
or  shew  forth  all  his  praise  ? 

3.  Blessed  are  they  that  alway  keep  judgment : 
and  do  righteousness. 

4.  Remember  me,   O  Lord,  according   to  the 
favour  that  thou  bearest  unto  thy  people  :    O  visit 
me  with  thy  salvation  ! 

5.  That  I  may  see  the  felicity  of  thy  chosen  : 
and  rejoice  in  the  gladness  of  thy  people,  and  give 
thanks  with  thine  inheritance. 

6.  We  have  sinned  with  our  fathers  :    we  have 
done  amiss,  and  dealt  wickedly. 

7.  Our  fathers   regarded   not  thy  wonders  in 
Egypt,  neither  kept  they  thy  great  goodness  in  re 
membrance:  but  were  disobedient  at  the  sea,  even 
at  the  Red  sea. 

8.  Nevertheless,  he  helped  them  for  his  Name's 
sake :   that  he  might  make  his  power  to  be  known.

9.  lie  rebuked  the  Red  sea  also,  and  it  was  dried 
Up :    so  he  led  them  through  the  deep,  as  through 
a  wilderness. 

10.  And  he  saved   them  from  the  adversary's 
hand:   and  delivered  them  from  the  hand  of  the 
enemy. 

11.  As  for  those  that  troubled  them,  the  waters 
overwhelmed  them :    there  was  not  one  of  them 
left.

Psalm  107,  to  v.  16. 

O  GIVE  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  for  he  is  gracious  :

For  he  satisfieth  the  empty  soul :  and  filleth 
the  hungry  soul  with  goodness. 

10.  Such  as  sit  in  darkness,  and  in  the  shadow 
of  death  :   being  fast  bound  in  misery  and  iron  ; 

11.  Because  they  rebelled  against  the  words  of 
the  Lord:   and  lightly  regarded  the  counsel  of  the 
most  Highest; 

12.  He  also  brought  down  their  heart  through 
heaviness  :    they  fell  down,  and  there  was  none  to 
help  them. 

13.  So  when  they  cried  unto  the  Lord  in  their 
trouble  :  he  delivered  them  out  of  their  distress. 

14.  For  he  brought  them  out  of  darkness,  and 
out  of  the  shadow  of  death:  and  brake  their  bonds 
in  sunder. 

15.  O  that  men  would  therefore  praise  the  Lord 
for  his  goodness:    and  declare  the  wonders  that  he 
doeth  for  the  children  of  men  !

13.  Through  God  we  shall  do  great  acts  :    and 
it  is  he  that  shall  tread  down  our  enemies.

9.  He  sent  redemption  unto  his  people:  he  hath 
commanded  his  covenant  for  ever  ;    holy  and  reve 
rend  is  his  Name. 

10.  The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  the  beginning  of 
wisdom  :    a  good  understanding  have  all  they  that 
do  thereafter ;   the  praise  of  it  endureth  for  ever.

Psalm  115. 

NOT  unto  us,  O  Lord,  not  unto  us,  but  unto  thy 
Name  give  the  praise  :  for  thy  loving  mercy,  and 
for  thy  truth's  sake.

10.  I  believed,  and  therefore  will  I  speak;   but 
I  was  sore  troubled :    I  said  in  my  haste,  All  men 
are  liars. 

11.  What  reward  shall  I  give  unto  the  Lord: 
for  all  the  benefits  that  he  hath  done  unto  me  ? 

12.  I  will  receive  the  cup  of  salvation :   and  call 
upon  the  Name  of  the  Lord. 

13.  I  will  pay  my  vows  now  in  the  presence  of 
all  his  people  :  right  dear  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord 
is  the  death  of  his  saints. 
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14.  Behold,  O  Lord,  how  that  I  am  thy  servant: 
I  am  thy  servant,  and  the  son  of  thine  hand-maid; 
thou  hast  broken  my  bonds  in  sunder. 

15.  I  will  offer  to  thee  the  sacrifice  of  thanks 
giving:   and  will  call  upon  the  Name  of  the  Lord. 

16.  Twill  pay  my  vows  unto  the  Lord,  in  the 
sight  of  all  his  people:   in  the  courts  of  the  Lord's 
house,  even  in  the  mid^t  of  thee,  O  Jerusalem.

12.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord:   O  teach  me  thy 
statutes. 

13.  With  my  lips  have  I  been  telling:  of  all  the 
judgments  of  thy  mouth. 

14.  I  have  had  as  great  delight  in  the  way  of 
thy  testimonies :  as  in  all  manner  of  riches. 

15.1  will  talk  of  thy  commandments:  and  have 
respect  unto  thy  ways. 

16.  My  delight  shall  be  in  thy  statutes:  and  I 
will  not  forget  thy  word.

55.  I  have  thought  upon  thy  Name,  O  Lord,  in 
the  night-season  :  and  have  kept  thy  law. 
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56.  This  I  had :   because  I  kept  thy  command 
ments. 

57.  Thou    art   my   portion,  O   Lord:    I  have 
promised  to  keep  thy  law. 

58.  I  made  rny  humble  petition  in  thy  presence 
with  my  whole  heart :    O  be  merciful  unto  me,  ac 
cording  to  thy  word. 

59.  I  called  mine  own  ways  to  remembrance  : 
and  turned  my  feet  unto  thy  testimonies. 

60.  I  made  haste,  and  prolonged  not  the  time  : 
to  keep  thy  commandments. 

61.  The  congregations  of  the  ungodly  have  rob 
bed  me  r  but  I  have  not  forgotten  thy  law, 

62.  At  midnight  I  will  rise  to  give  thanks  unto- 
thee :   because  of  thy  righteous  judgments. 

63.  I  am  a  companion  of  all  them  that  fear  thee: 
and  keep  thy  commandments. 

64.  The  earth,  O  Lord,  is  full  of  thy  mercy;   O 
teach  me  thy  statutes.

135.  Show  the  light  of  thy  countenance  upon 
thy  servant :  and  teach  me  thy  statutes. 

136.  Mine  eyes  gush  out  with  water :   because 
men  keep  not  thy  law. 

137.  Righteous  art  thou,  O  Lord  :    and  true  is 
thy  judgment. 
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13S.  Th»  testimonies  that  thou  hast  command 
ed  :  are  exceeding  righteous  and  true. 

139.  My  zeal  hath  even  consumed  me:  because 
mine  enemies  have  forgotten  thy  words. 

140.  Thy  word  is  tried  to  the  uttermost:  and 
thy  servant  loveth  it. 

141.  I  am  small,  and  of  no  reputation  :  yet  do 
I  not  forget  thy  commandments. 

142.  Thy  righteousness  is  an  everlasting  right 
eousness  :  and  thy  law  is  the  truth. 

143.  Trouble  and  heaviness  have  taken  hold 
upon  me:  yet  is  my  delight  in  thy  commandments. 

144.  The  righteousness  of  thy  testimonies  is  ever 
lasting:  O  grant  me  understanding,  and  I  shall  live.

that  like  as  thou  didst  then  accept  of  an  atonement, 
and  didst  command  the  destroying  Angel  to  cease 
from  punishing,  so  it  may  now  please  thee  to  with 
draw  from  us  this  plague  and  grievous  sickness; 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

To  be  said  during  the  iccck  preceding  an  Ordination. 

ALMIGHTY  God,  our  heavenly  Father,  who  hast 
purchased  to  thyself  an  universal  Church  by  the 
precious  blood  of  thy  dear  Son  ;  Mercifully  look

thy  holy  Name  ;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Amen. 

Grant  that  all  carnal  affections  may  die  in  these 
children,  and  that,  all  things  belonging  to  the  Spirit 
may  live  and  grow  in  them.  Amen. 

Grant  that  they  may  have  power  and  strength 
to  have  victory,  and  to  triumph,  against  the  devil, 
the  world,  and  the  flesh.  Amen. 
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
